Uberbylaw

Edmonton’s taxi industry is 
considering strikes and other 
protests as a response to the city’s 
proposed bylaws to welcome 
ride-share companies like Uber. 

Jasbir Gill, president of the Ed¬ 
monton Taxi Association, said the 
proposed bylaws would be finan¬ 
cially crippling for cab drivers. 

The proposed bylaws would 
allow Uber drivers to operate 
legally, provided they undergo 
mechanical inspections and 


criminal record checks, and 
obtain proper insurance. 

But Uber drivers would not 
have to follow the city’s regulat¬ 
ed meter rate, and Gill said that 
creates an unfair playing field. 

“Uber-lilce companies have 
been given freedom to charge 
less or more,” he said. “So they 
will be definitely undercutting 
the taxi business.” 

The city said the new bylaws 
are an attempt to recognize the 
changing nature of services. 

“The world is changing, tech¬ 
nology is changing, and we need 
to adapt and ensure that we’re 
keeping up with it,” said Scott 
Maclcie, branch manager of 
current planning. 

Gill said details of protests or 
strikes are still being worked out, 
but the industiy will be heard. 

“We’re going to put our case 
in a strong way,” he said.

In an Edmonton apartment 
echoing with the cellphone ring- 
tones and Arabic greetings of 
his extended family sits Jihad Al 
Mawed, silently worrying about 
his wife and children in Dubai. 

Al Mawed is a Palestinian, 
bom in Syria, who’s now been 
denied refugee status in Can¬ 
ada. But that’s of less concern 
to him than what the decision 
could mean for his wife and 
five children back in the United 
Arab Emirates, all because of the 
war in Syria. 

“My family is in risk,” Al 
Mawed says. 

In March 2014, Al Mawed 
left Dubai for Edmonton to see 
his dying mother. He’d lived 
in Dubai since 1987 as a tem- 
poraiy worker and his children 
were bom there, but received no 
permanent residency. 

He stayed longer than ex¬ 
pected in Edmonton, however, 
as his mother, also a Palestin¬ 


ian-Syrian refugee, suffered for 
months before dying last June. 

That extension spiraled into a 
dilemma. After just one month 
here, Al Mawed says, he was 
told he’d lost his job driving a 
bus in Dubai. 

For a UAE citizen, this would 
be an inconvenience; for a tem- 
poraiy UAE resident, however 
— one that deports temporaiy 
workers regularly — he says 


the lost job could see his family 
deported back to Syria’s chaos. 

“I’m scared... My visa (in the 
UAE) is finished and now they 
will maybe send my family back 
to Syria. I’m scared my kids will 
be forced into the army and fight 
in the war. We don’t want any 
part in the war. My home in 
Syria ... is already destroyed.” 

“I wanted to bring them to 
Canada.” 


Unlike most of the 12 mil¬ 
lion displaced Syrian nationals 
currently seeking asylum from 
their countiy’s bloodshed, as a 
Palestinian refugee with Syrian 
documents, Al Mawed has even 
fewer options. 

Jordan now accepts Syrian 
refugees but often refuses Pal¬ 
estinian refugees. 

The same anti-Palestinian 
pohcies, either overt or subtle, 


apply to several other countries 
as well, including Lebanon, 
which has accepted one million 
Syrian refugees. Al Mawed fears, 
any deportation from the UEA 
could eventually see his family 
end up back in Syria. 

As many in Canada are de¬ 
manding their leaders act to help 
Syrians immigrate to safety, the 
many caveats Palestinians hnlced 
to Syria face are hard for even 


immigration experts to explain. 

In March 2014, Al Mawed ap¬ 
plied to be a refugee in Can¬ 
ada but that has been refused. 
In July 2014, the Immigration 
and Refugee Board of Canada 
inspected his application and 
ruled he’s not a refugee under 
its definitions and “not a person 
in need of protection.” 

In April 2015, his appeal was 
dismissed. The first decision 
noted Al Mawed could not pro¬ 
vide adequate proof he’d lost 
his job in the UAE. Next, the 
appeal refusal noted Al Mawed’s 
family’s fate in the UAE cannot 
“be a factor in this decision.” 

Simon Trela, a lawyer with 
Terrabain Raponi & Company 
in Edmonton, has been repre¬ 
senting Al Mawed since his first 
application was denied. 

Trela concedes the only evi¬ 
dence he has that Al Mawed 
has lost his job in Dubai is his 
client’s assertion. 

On Al Mawed’s worry that 
his family will be deported to 
Syria, Trela notes the UAE often 
expels foreigners but doesn’t 
force them to go anywhere. 
But, given the lack of welcome 
many Palestinians face, he says, 
there is a possibility Al Mawed 
and his family could be forced 
back there. 

“I think he’s double discrimin¬ 
ated (against) because he’s a 
stateless Palestinian,” Trela says. 
“The truth is, nobody wants 
him.”

It was balls to the walls ac¬ 
tion at the Saville Community 
Sports Centre over the week¬ 
end for the 55th Edmonton 
Open table tennis tournament. 

Edmonton’s paddle-wield¬

A news release 
from the RCMP 
states the pair

of Cereal, about 225 kilo¬ 
metres northeast of Calgary. 


The release states that 
when officers searched the 
property, 11 horses, 25 dogs 
and 17 birds were found to 
be in distress.

Nearly 1,000 Edmonton¬ 
ians are pledging to gather 
at the legislature grounds 
Tuesday night to join other 
Canadians in a call for the 
federal government to do 
more regarding the Syrian 
refugee crisis. 

Merryn Edwards, a member 
of the group organizing the 
“refugees welcome” event, 
said she believes “there is 
a lot more the federal gov¬ 
ernment could be doing to 
bring more people to Canada 


quickly.” 

“We are not seeing that 
political will to act, and the 
response from (Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper) that mil¬ 
itary response is the answer 
is just not adequate at all.” 

In addition to the call to 
action, the event will also 
serve as a memorial candle¬ 
light vigil. 

Originally, event organ¬ 
izers planned on bringing 
200 candles, but because so 
many people confirmed their 
attendance on Faceboolc, it’s 
now a “bring your own can¬ 
dle” vigil. 

Edwards said the over¬ 
whelming response is indica¬ 
tive of how much support 


a multicultural community 
like Edmonton has to offer. 

A number of speakers will 
address the crowd, includ¬ 
ing members of the Chilean 
community, who will talk 
about their experiences be¬ 
ing welcomed as refugees to 
Edmonton.

Groups 
coping 
without 
feds’ aid 

Some of the groups that are able 
to sponsor refugees are frustrat¬ 
ed that the national immigration 
office isn’t helping them help 
Syrians find refuge in Canada. 

Donna Entz, a worker with 
Mennonite Central Committee, 
said her group has had to get 
creative in light of government 
inaction. 

“What the government used 
to do — and isn’t doing now — 
is putting forth the names of 
refugees a group can sponsor.... 
For some reason they are not do¬ 
ing that with the Syrians,” she 
said. “So the only way they get 
out is when a relative fills out 
the papers for them.” 

To find refugees to sponsor, 
the Mennonite Central Com¬ 
mittee is forging relationships 
with local Muslim communities 
and relatives of Syrian nationals. 

Entz said it’s really the only 
option for her group and other 
official sponsorship agreement 
holders until the government 
offers them more help.

Immigration 
minister says 
help from Feds 
is necessary 

The Quebec government an¬ 
nounced a series of measures 
to take in more Syrian refugees 
Monday, while acknowledging 
it needs a green light from 
the federal government before 
they can go ahead. 

As a result of the Syrian refu¬ 
gee crisis, the province an¬ 
nounced it was ready to take 
in 3,650 refugees before the 
end of 2015 — 2,450 more 
than originally planned. 

“To be able do that we need 
the collaboration of the federal 
government,” said Kathleen 
Weil, Quebec’s immigration 
minister, in a press conference. 

Accompanied by Inter¬ 
national Relations Minister 
Christine St-Pierre, Weil ex¬ 
plained that since the federal 
government is in charge of 
border security and refugee 
policy, it would have to ap¬ 
prove Quebec’s plan to bring 
in refugees on an accelerated 
timeline. 

When asked about Quebec’s 
announcement, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said his gov¬ 
ernment had already agreed 
to take in additional refugees, 


and Quebec’s request of 2,500 
was in line with what they 
would proportionately receive. 

The Conservatives have com¬ 
mitted to accepting 10,000 
Syrian refugees over the next 
three years, whereas Quebec’s 
proposal was for 2015 alone. 

Harper said the government 


was “looking at ways to speed 
up the process,” while pro¬ 
tecting Canada’s security. 

“It’s essential we help the 
most vulnerable, not only first 
come first serve, and we have 
to know exactly who these 
people are,” Harper said in 
Toronto. “We are committed 
to protecting our security in 
this process.” 

Quebec’s new target would 
include 1,800 new privately 
sponsored refugees and 650 
state-sponsored. Since the be¬ 
ginning of 2015, 651 refugees 
have arrived in Quebec from 
Syria. In 2014, the province 


took in 60 per cent of Can¬ 
ada’s total. 

The measures announced by 
the Quebec government would 
cost $29 million, the bulk of 
which would go towards lan¬ 
guage training, job aid, educa¬ 
tion and health care.

At least 500 British Columbia ab¬ 
original leaders are set to meet 
this week with Premier Christy 
Clark on how all sides can deal 
with the implications of a historic 
land rights ruling from Canada’s 
highest court. 

The decision that granted ab¬ 
original title to the Tsilhqot’in 
Nation in B.C.’s central Interior 
permeates all government and 
First Nations relations, includ¬ 
ing potentially lucrative and en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive resource 
projects. 

The June 2014 court ruling, 
which Tsilhqot’in Chief Roger 
William calls a legal weapon, is 
poised to dominate proceedings 
at the gathering, set for Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday. 

Clark said last year’s all-chiefs 
meeting, which marked the first 
time First Nations leaders met 
with a government and its cab¬ 
inet, was a major step in the 
long road towards reconcilia¬ 
tion rather than a retreat back 
to courtrooms. 

However, First Nations leaders 
left disappointed, saying the prov¬ 
ince did not adopt their docu¬ 
ment, which sought to establish 
government support for aborig¬ 
inal rights and title to lands, in¬ 
cluding revenue sharing. 

But a spokeswoman from the 
First Nations Summit, B.C.’s lar¬ 
gest aboriginal organization, said 
she expects the chiefs will now 
debate a proposed joint govem- 
ment-First Nations document 
with the aim to move towards 
reconciliation.

The day got worse as Tim Du- 
taud, the candidate in Toronto- 
Danforth, was declared persona 
non grata by the federal party a 
short time later. 

A Conservative official con¬ 
firmed a man seen making prank 
calls in several YouTube videos 

— including one where he pre¬ 
tends to have a mental disability 

— is Dutaud. 


The revelation came just be¬ 
fore Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said re-elected Conserva¬ 
tives would improve a federal 
disability grant program, one 
championed by Jim Flaherty, 
the late finance minister. 

During a campaign stop in 
Mississauga, Ont., Harper tersely 
attempted to put the best spin on 


the losses when asked what the 
incidents said about the quality 
of candidates he was attracting. 

“What this says is that we 
keep the highest standard for 
candidates and these two in¬ 
dividuals are no longer candi¬ 
dates,” said Harper, who later

Defective livers 
originally 
meant a grim 
prognosis 

Little Binh and Phuoc Wagner 
hopped onto a school van 
recently on their way to 
kindergarten class for the 
first time. 

Their parents, Johanne and 
Michael, couldn’t get over the 
normalcy of the situation. 

At this time last year, there 
were some thoughts, however 
fleeting, that the twin girls 
from Kingston, Ont., might 
never make it to school. They 
had just been placed on a 
transplant waiting list for 
new livers because of the 
effects of Alagille syndrome, 
a rare genetic disorder that 
affects vital organs. 

Without new livers, the 
girls would die. 

Michael was willing to do¬ 
nate part of his liver, but he 
couldn’t give to both girls. 
And he wasn’t sure if he’d be 
a match for either child. So 
the family went public, their 
story capturing the world’s 
hearts. 

It turns out Michael was 
a match, and he let doctors 
choose which daughter would 
get his liver. The other would 
have to wait. 

Doctors chose Phuoc and 


performed surgery in Feb¬ 
ruary, giving her part of 
Michael’s liver. Then they 
waited. Two months later 
they found another donor. 
That one was anonymous. 

Life was chaotic. Now it’s 
calmer, as calm as it can be 
for a family with nine chil¬ 
dren. 

“It was quite normal, almost 


anti-climactic, but this is the 
way it’s going to be and we 
don’t have to get stressed out 
as much any more,” Michael 
Wagner says. 

Life has completely 
changed for the Wagners 
and their nine children. The 
twins, who are development- 
ally delayed because of the 
damage their failing livers 


inflicted upon their bodies, 
are reaching new milestones 
daily. Their skin glows. It 
used to have a yellow tinge, 
as did their eyes. 

The feeding tubes have 
been removed from their 
bellies. Their medications, 
which numbered in the doz¬ 
ens, have been drastically 
reduced. They can talk. They 
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This is the way it's 
going to be and 
we don't have to 
get stressed out as 
much any more.

can dress themselves. And 
they’ve finally moved out 
of the cribs in their parents’ 
bedroom into “big-girl beds” 
in their own room. 

The Wagners had to shuffle 


their house around to give 
the girls their own room, 
which included giving up 
their master bedroom so their 
four boys could move into the 
newly created “dorm room.” 

And yet life is normal. 
Sure, there are the crises 
and ups and downs of life, 
but there isn’t a guillotine 
hanging over the necks of 
the girls. 

“Tonight we’re dealing 
with a little girl who doesn’t 
want to drink her milk,” 
Michael Wagner says.

An Egyptian court released a de¬ 
tailed ruling Sunday on why it 
sentenced three Al-Jazeera Eng¬ 
lish journalists to three years 
in prison for airing what it de¬ 
scribed as “false news” and biased 
coverage, a case long criticized 
by press freedom advocates and 
others. 

The ruling, published by the 
state news agency MENA, says 
the three men — Canadian na¬ 
tional Mohamed Fahmy, Aus¬ 
tralian journalist Peter Greste 
and Egyptian producer Baher 
Mohammed — were by default 
members the banned Muslim 
Brotherhood group, which Egyp¬ 
tian authorities consider a terror¬ 
ist organization. 

“It has been proven beyond 
reasonable doubt that the Al-

The three men initially 
were convicted in June, 
2014, with Greste and 
Fahmy sentenced to 
seven years in prison and 
Mohammed to 10 years.

Jazeera media channel has dedi¬ 
cated its broadcasting to the ser¬ 
vice and support of the Muslim 
Brotherhood faction and that 
they have permanently sided 
with them at the expense of their 
media ethics,” the ruling said. 
“This provides enough ground 
for a conviction of belonging 
to a group based on violations 
of the law.” 

The ruling also said the three 
operated without press creden¬ 
tials and secretly worked at the 
Marriott hotel in central Cairo 
without a permit. The journal¬ 
ists and the network deny the 
accusations. Al-Jazeera has said 
it will appeal. 

After last weekend’s ruling, 
Mohammed and Fahmy were 
imprisoned, while Greste previ¬ 
ously was deported. 

Their long-running trial is 
entangled in the wider polit¬ 
ical conflict between Egypt and 
Qatar, where Al-Jazeera is based, 
following the Egyptian army’s 
2013 militaiy ouster of Islamist 
President Mohammed Morsi, a 
Brotherhood member. 

Evidence presented at the trial 
ventured into the absurd, includ¬ 
ing music videos and footage of 
animals, which defence lawyers 
and even the judge dismissed as 
irrelevant. Third-party observers 
say no evidence proved the char¬ 
ges. Critics describe the case as 
politically motivated. 

The men are seeking a pardon 
from President Abdel-Fattah el- 
Sissi, who personally expressed 
regret over the trial and the dam¬ 
age it has done to Egypt’s inter¬ 
national reputation.

Hallucinating dancers disrupt traditional ceremony 


South Africa’s annual Zulu Reed 
Dance ceremony was disrupted 
by hallucinating girls who 
swarmed the countiy’s president, 
a Johannesburg newspaper re¬ 
ported on Monday. 

Teenage girls dancing in the 
annual cultural festival heard 
voices and rushed toward the 
area where President Jacob Zuma 
and Zulu King Goodwill Zwelith- 
ini were seated during the Satur¬ 
day ceremony in KwaZulu-Natal 
province. The president’s body¬ 
guards escorted him away from 


the thousands of colorfully clad 
dancers, the report said. 

Zuma’s spokesman, who was 
at the ceremony, said the news¬ 
paper reports were exaggerated. 

“There was no danger to the 
president,” Bongani Majola told 
The Associated Press. 

“There are some of you who 
came here with evil spirits to 
spoil this event,” the Zulu king 
told the crowd once order was 
restored, according to the report. 

Nomagugu Ngobese, president 
of a cultural group that trains 


the young women, heard reports 
that priests were summoned on 
Friday after some dancers began 
wailing, apparently possessed. 

This happened again during 
the main ceremony on Saturday. 
Dancers began to hallucinate and 
scream, causing panic among the 
crowd, who scattered in different 
directions, said Ngobese, who 
attended the ceremony. 

Before the festivities, the teen¬ 
agers are taught life skills and re¬ 
productive health, said Ngobese.

Prosecuting 
lion killer 'bad 
for business/ 
official says 

Zimbabwean authorities seem to 
have cooled off on pursuing the 
case against Minnesota dentist 
Walter Palmer, amid fears hav¬ 
ing the American bow hunter 
extradited for killing Cecil the 
lion could hurt Zimbabwe’s hunt¬ 
ing business. 

It has been a month since 
Environment, Water and Cli¬ 
mate Minister Oppah Muchin- 
guri announced that the police 
would process paperwork to have 
Palmer extradited for participat¬ 
ing in a hunt that authorities 
here said was illegal. On Monday 
there were no new developments 
in the matters, police spokes¬ 
woman Charity Charamba said. 

“I still have nothing on that 
case,” she said. 

The National Prosecuting Au¬ 
thority, which is responsible for 
processing extradition requests, 
said Palmer was not on its files 
because the police had yet to pro¬ 


cess a docket for Palmer, a den¬ 
tist from suburban Minneapolis. 

In an interview on Sunday in 
Minneapolis, Palmer said he be¬ 
lieves he acted legally and that 
he was stunned to find out his 
hunting party had killed a treas¬ 
ured animal in July. Cecil was a 
fixture in Zimbabwe’s Hwange 
National Park and had been fit¬ 
ted with a GPS collar as part of 
Oxford University lion research. 


Pursuing Palmer without a 
concrete case could rattle poten¬ 
tial big-paying customers from 
the United States, said both a 
Zimbabwean government offi¬ 
cial, and safari operators. 

Theo Bronkhorst, a Zimbab¬ 
wean professional hunter who 
helped Palmer, has been charged 
with “failure to prevent an illegal 
hunt.”

Lightning kills 22 people 
in southeast India 

Lightning has killed 22 
people, mostly farm labour¬ 
ers working in fields, across 
the southeastern Indian 
state of Andhra Pradesh, of¬ 
ficials said Monday. 

The fatalities occurred 
Sunday evening when 
thunderstorms and rain 
lashed eight districts in An¬ 
dhra Pradesh, said N. Chan- 
drababu Naidu, the state's 
chief minister. 

Two women's cricket 
teams had a narrow escape 
when lightning struck a 
tree on the grounds where 
they were playing in Guntur 
town, said Sitapati, a district 
cricket official. "It was a mir¬ 
aculous escape for the play¬ 
ers and the people at the 
grounds," said Sitapati. 

A tree caught fire after it 
was hit by a lightning bolt, 
and the deafening sound 
that followed led players 
and spectators to flee the 
grounds in panic, he said. 

Lightning strikes are 
common during India's 
monsoon season, which 
runs from June to Septem¬ 
ber. However, Sunday's toll 
was unusually high.

she plants flowers. 

She hopes this newfound fame 
will help rescue her from relative 
poverty. She wants to resume her 
studies so she can get a job better 


suited to supporting her family 
in the former Soviet nation in 
Central Asia, where she shares 
a one-bedroom apartment with 
her parents and four younger 
siblings. 

Mirzoyeva’s dream is to be¬ 
come a doctor, although she was 
forced by poverty to stop her

Factory-disaster 
movie to be shown

Director says 
Rana Plaza is a 
film of courage 
amid tragedy 

The Supreme Court in Bangla¬ 
desh has lifted a ban on the 
screening of a movie about a 
garment worker who was res¬ 
cued from the rubble after a fac- 
toiy building collapsed in 2013, 
killing more than 1,000 people. 

In response to an appeal by 
the movie’s producer, a four- 
member panel of judges led by 


Chief Justice Surendra Kumar 
Sinha decided late Sunday to stay 
a previous High Court order that 
banned the release of the movie 
for six months. 

Producer Shamima Alchter 
argued that the movie should 
be released as the country’s 
Film Censor Board had earlier 
approved the screening of the 
film after cutting some scenes 
in response to previous court 
directives. 

The film’s director, Nazrul 
Islam Khan, has argued that the 
real-life stoiy of Reshma Begum 
depicts courage amid tragedy. 

Last month, the High Court 
banned Rana Plaza after a petition 


was submitted alleging that 
the movie has scenes of horror, 
cruelty and violence that could 
negatively affect workers in the 
country’s vital garment industry. 

Lawyers said the ruling means 
there are no more bars to releas¬ 
ing the movie, although it is not 
clear when that will happen. 

The disaster killed 1,135 
people, with thousands more 
rescued from the ruins of the 
illegally built complex. 

The collapse triggered inter¬ 
national criticism, and many big 
brands came forward to help 
Bangladesh improve conditions 
in its garment sector.

The 
members of the families now 
say that local officials prom¬ 
ised more than they could 
deliver. They said Uruguay 
is expensive and there are 
no jobs. 

“There’s no future for us 
here. The government’s aid 
plan lasts two years and one 
has passed by,” Ibrahim A1 
Mohammed, the head of one 
of the families told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

“I work at a hospital and

pesos (about $380). I have a 
wife and three young sons. 
What will I do to earn a liv¬ 
ing when the help runs out?” 

The head of Uruguay’s Hu¬ 
man Rights Secretariat, Javier 
Miranda, defended the refu¬ 
gee program, saying that Uru¬ 
guay hoped that the Syrians 
could have a dignified life. He 


acknowledged that Uruguay 
is an expensive country, but 
said the job offers are the 
same for everyone and that 
the aid cannot extend beyond 
two years. 

Under former President 
Jose Mujica, Uruguay initial¬ 
ly agreed to receive a total of 
120 Syrian refugees. Foreign 
Minister Rodolfo Nin Novoa 
has said that a second group 
of seven families will arrive 
later this year and has re¬ 
jected criticism by some Uru¬ 
guayans who say their coun¬ 
try should not receive more

Hungary’s PM: 
Security before 
immigration 

Several hundred Arabs, Asians 
and Africans tired of waiting for 
buses broke through Hungarian 
police lines near the Serbian 
border Monday and marched 
north on the main highway to 
Budapest as authorities once 
again demonstrated an inability 
to control the human tide pass¬ 
ing through Hungaiy. 

The renewed trouble under¬ 
scored the growing sense across 
the continent that the 28-nation 
European Union must reach a 
continent-wide agreement on 
sharing responsibility for shel¬ 
tering more of the estimated 
340,000 asylum seekers who 
have arrived in the 28-nation 
bloc already this year. 

French President Francois Hol- 
lande announced his country 


would welcome 24,000 refugees, 
while he and German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel had agreed 
on a formula for spreading the 
migrant load across Europe. 

But Hungaiy’s prime minister, 
Viktor Orban, said he wasn’t pre¬ 
pared to pitch in and questioned 
how any EU quota system based 
on current figures could resolve 
the real issue of unrelenting im¬ 
migration. 

Even as calm returned Mon¬ 
day to the main Austria-Hungaiy 
border crossing where more than 
15,000 people crossed over the 
weekend en route to Germany, 
Hungary’s leader hit back at 
European partners who blamed 
his country for stoking the chaos. 

Orban said Europe first must 
focus on security measures de¬ 
signed to force travellers from 
troubled lands to seek asylum 
in neighbouring countries, not 
travel thousands of kilometres 
into the heart of Europe. He 
said the current discussions on a 
new quota to handle 120,000 mi¬ 
grants soon would lead to discus¬ 
sions on hosting millions more.

Signs of an ongoing Russian 
military buildup in Syria have 
drawn U.S. concerns and raised 
questions about whether Mos¬ 
cow plans to enter the conflict. 

President Vladimir Putin has 
been coy on the subject, say¬ 
ing Russia is weighing various 


options, a statement that has 
fuelled suspicions about the 
Kremlin’s intentions. 

Observers in Moscow say the 
Russian manoeuvring could be 
part of a plan to send troops to 
Syria to fight the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant, in the 
hope of fixing fractured ties 
with the West. They warn, how¬ 
ever, that Putin would likely 
find it hard to sell his idea to 


a skeptical U.S. and risks pot¬ 
entially catastrophic repercus¬ 
sions if he opts for unilateral 
militaiy action in Syria. 

By playing with the possibil¬ 
ity of joining the anti-ISIL coali¬ 
tion, Putin may hope to win a 
few key concessions. His main 
goal: the lifting of Western sanc¬ 
tions and the normalization of 
relations with the United States 
and the European Union. 


While Putin said Friday there 
is no talk “just yet” about Rus¬ 
sian troops joining the fight 
against ISIL, he added, “we are 
looking at various options.” 

The Russian leader is set 
to attend the United Nations 
General Assembly later this 
month, and some analysts say 
a proposal to deploy troops to 
Syria could be the focal point

Official jailed 
for not issuing 
gay marriage 
licences 

A defiant county clerk is willing 
to stay in jail for her beliefs, but 
she’d prefer to be a free woman. 

Attorneys for Rowan County 
Clerk Kim Davis have officially 
appealed a judge’s decision to 
put her in jail for refusing to 
issue marriage licences to same- 
sex couples. The three-page mo¬ 
tion does not include arguments 
as to why Davis should be re¬ 
leased but amends Davis’ ear¬ 
lier appeal of the judge’s order. 

Davis, an apostolic Christian, 
says gay marriage is a sin. She 
also says it would be a sin for 
her to issue a marriage licence 
to a same-sex couple because 
the licences are issued under 
her authority. She tried in vain 
to have state lawmakers change 
the law as a legal challenge to 
Kentucky’s same-sex marriage 
ban wound its way through the 
federal appeals court. 

Davis stopped issuing all mar¬ 
riage licences in June the day 
after the U.S. Supreme Court 
legalized same-sex marriage na¬ 
tionwide. Two gay couples and 
two straight couples sued her. 
U.S. District Judge David Bun- 
ning ordered Davis to issue the 
licences and the Supreme Court 
upheld his ruling. 

But Davis still refused to do it, 
saying she could not betray her 
conscience or her God. 


Thursday, Bunning ruled 
Davis was in contempt of court 
for disobeying his order and sent 
her to jail. Her deputy clerks 
then issued marriage licences 
to gay couples Friday with Davis 
behind bars. 

“Civil rights are civil rights 
and they are not subject to be¬ 
lief,” said James Yates, who got 
a marriage licence Friday after 
having been denied five times 
previously. 

Mat Staver, one of Davis’ at¬ 
torneys, said the marriage li¬ 
cences issued Friday are “not 
worth the paper they are writ¬ 
ten on” because Davis refused 
to authorize them. But Rowan 


County Attorney Cecil Watkins 
says the licences are valid. Bun¬ 
ning said he did not know if the 
licences were valid but ordered 
them issued anyway. 

Bunning indicated Davis will 
be in jail at least a week. She 
could stay longer if she con¬ 
tinues to not obey the judge’s 
order. Bunning had offered to 
release Davis from jail if she 


promised not to interfere with 
her deputy clerks as they issued 
the licences. But Davis refused. 

On Saturday, about 300 people 
rallied in support of Davis at the 
Carter County Detention Center 
where she is being held. Another 
rally is scheduled for Tuesday 
with Republican presidential 
candidate Mike Huclcabee. 
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She's not going to sacrifice her 
conscience, so she's doing what 
Martin Luther King Jr. wrote 
about in his Letter from the 
Birmingham Jail.

Military prosecutors have 
reached into a section of mil¬ 
itary law seldom used since the 
Second World War in the polit¬ 
ically fraught case against U.S. 
Army Sgt. Bowe Bergdahl, the 
soldier held prisoner for years 
by the Taliban after leaving his 
post in Afghanistan. 

Observers wondered for 
months if Bergdahl would be 
charged with desertion after 
the deal brokered by the U.S. to 
bring him home. He was — as 
well as misbehaviour before the 
enemy, a much rarer offence 
that carries a stiffer potential 
penalty in this case. 

Bergdahl could face a life sen¬ 
tence if convicted of the charge, 
which accuses him of endanger¬ 
ing fellow soldiers when he 
“left without authority; and 
wrongfully caused search and 
recoveiy operations.” 

Observers say the misbehav¬ 
iour charge allows authorities 
to allege that Bergdahl not only 
left his unit with one less sol¬ 
dier, but that his deliberate ac¬ 
tion put soldiers who searched 
for him in harm’s way. The 
Pentagon has said there is no 
evidence anyone died search¬ 
ing for Bergdahl. 

“You’re able to say that what 
he did had a particular impact 
or put particular people at risk. 
It is less generic than just quit¬ 
ting,” said Lawrence Morris, 
a retired Army colonel who 
served as the branch’s top pros¬ 
ecutor and top public defender. 

The Obama administration 
has been criticized both for 
agreeing to release five Tali¬ 
ban operatives from the Guan-

tanamo Bay prison and for her¬ 
alding Bergdahl’s return to the 
U.S. with an announcement in 
the White House Rose Garden. 
The administration stood by 
the way it secured his release 
even after the charges were 
announced. 


The militaiy has scheduled 
an initial court appearance 
hearing for Bergdahl on Sept. 
17 at Fort Sam Houston, Texas. 
Afterward the case could be 
referred to a court-martial and 
go to trial. 

Misbehaviour before the 
enemy was used hundreds of 
times during World War II, but 
scholars say its use appears to 
have dwindled in conflicts since 
then. Misbehaviour before the 
enemy cases were tried at least 
494 times for soldiers in Eur¬ 
ope between 1942 and 1945, 
according to a Militaiy Law Re¬ 


view article. 

Legal databases and media 
accounts turn up only a few 
misbehaviour cases since 2001 
when fighting began in Afghan¬ 
istan, followed by Iraq less than 
two years later. By contrast, 
statistics show the U.S. Army 
prosecuted about 1,900 deser¬ 
tion cases between 2001 and 
the end of 2014. 

The misbehaviour charge is 
included in Article 99 of the 
military justice code, which is 
best known for its use to pros¬ 
ecute cases of cowardice.

Pope to update annulment procedures 


Pope Francis on Tuesday will re¬ 
lease new streamlined proced¬ 
ures for annulling marriages 
after he — and thousands of 
Catholics before him — com¬ 
plained that the church’s cur¬ 
rent system is cumbersome, 
costly and often unfair. 

Francis will release the new 
rules after a Vatican-appointed 
commission of canon lawyers 
spent the past year studying 
ways to simplify the process 
while safeguarding the prin¬ 
ciple of the indissolubility of 


marriage, the Vatican said. 

Catholic doctrine holds that 
a church marriage is forever. 
An annulment is a judgment 
by a church tribunal that the 
marriage had some inherent 
defect from the start. Rea¬ 
sons vaiy, including that the 
couple never intended their 
marriage to last or that one 
of the spouses didn’t want 
children. 

Catholics have long com¬ 
plained that it can take years 
to get an annulment, if they 


can get one at all. Costs can 
reach into the hundreds or 
thousands of dollars for legal 
and tribunal fees. 

Without the annulment, di¬ 
vorced Catholics who remarry 
outside the church are con¬ 
sidered to be adulterers living 
in sin and are forbidden from 
receiving Communion — a 
dilemma at the core of a cur¬ 
rent debate roiling the church. 

Francis has already called 
for annulments to be free, say¬ 
ing all Catholics have the right 


to justice from the church. 
He has also said the church 
should take into account that 
ignorance of the faith can be 
a reason to declare a marriage 
invalid. 

Francis has previously quot¬ 
ed his predecessor as Buenos 
Aires archbishop as saying half 
of the marriages that are cele¬ 
brated are essentially invalid 
because people enter into them 
not realizing that matrimony is 
a life-long commitment.

They grew up in the shadow 
of a throne they were never 
intended to occupy, then went 
on to carve unique and revered 
places in British histoiy. 

They bucked royal traditions 
by mariying their cousins for 
love, raised broods of children 
that thrust them into an un¬ 
welcome spotlight, and coped 
with public criticism about 
their aloofness and emotional 
reserve. 

But among the many paral¬ 
lels that exist between Queens 
Elizabeth and Victoria, one 
looms larger than the rest — 
longevity. 

On Sept. 9, the current 
Queen will succeed Victoria as 
the United Kingdom’s longest- 
reigning monarch after 63 years 
and 218 days on the throne. 

The years from 1837 to 1901 
when Victoria ruled were mark¬ 
edly different from Elizabeth’s 


era, heralding the United King¬ 
dom’s transformation into an 
industrial and colonial super¬ 
power. 

The women who presided 


over more than half of their 
respective centuries, however, 
are strikingly alike. 

Royal commentator Rafe 
Heydel-Manlcoo said the two 


share similar temperaments 
and values, something the Brit¬ 
ish public was quick to grasp. 

Although a teenaged Victoria 
ascended to the throne after 


decades of previous scandal- 
plagued rulers and Elizabeth 
became queen as a young mar¬ 
ried woman, he said Britons 
quickly came to view them in 
similar lights. 

“They brought in a new spirit 
of hope — Victoria, after all 
the scandals of her uncles, and 
Elizabeth after all the prob¬ 
lems of the Depression and the 
Second World War and the post¬ 
colonial devastation of Britain 
and the British economy,” he 
said in a telephone interview 
from London. 

“They both basically offered 
hope and a new, bright future.” 

The two queens led strik¬ 
ingly different lives in early 
childhood, with Victoria’s life 
rigidly under the control of a 
domineering single mother 
and Elizabeth enjoying a more 
conventional family life. 

That changed for both after 


the age of 10, however, when 
twists of fate decreed that they 
would each have to assume 
the throne. 

Historian Barbara Rusch said 
both future queens learned of 
their pending responsibilities 
as pre-teens, and neither one 
shied away from the daunting 
futures before them. 

The then-Princess Elizabeth 
emerged as a poised public 
presence at age 14 with a radio 
address to British children sent 
away from home at the height 
of the Second World War. 

Rusch said the confidence 
she expressed in that speech 
with the line “in the end all 
will be well” was echoed more 
than a centuiy earlier by Vic¬ 
toria, who greeted the news of 
her eventual accession to the 
throne with the declaration: “I 
will be good.”

Pilgrimage to 
Mecca now too 
expensive for 
many Muslims 


The plunge in the ruble curren¬ 
cy is making Russians’ travels 
abroad hugely more expensive. 
For thousands of the country’s 
Muslims, that means more than 
just cancelling a beach vacation 
— putting on hold a once-in-a- 
lifetime religious experience, 
the pilgrimage to the holy city 
of Mecca. 

Islam’s hajj pilgrimage, 
which all Muslims are obliged 
to carry out at least once, be¬ 
gins Sept. 21. Due to the ruble’s 
slump in currency markets, hajj 
now costs almost as much as 
the average annual salary in 
some of Russia’s often poor 
Muslim regions. 

The result is that this year 
little more than 12,000 pil-

grims from Russia will go to 
Mecca, Saudi Arabia, compared 
to more than 20,000 in recent 
years, says Rushan Abbyasov, 
the deputy chairman of the 
Council of Muftis, Russia’s top 
Islamic authority. 

“After the dollar rate start¬ 
ed to rise, for many people it 
clearly became problematic 


to go on hajj,” says Abbyasov. 

Amid a drop in the price for 
oil, the lifeblood of the Russian 
economy, the ruble has fallen 
by about 50 per cent this year 
against the dollar. “The pay¬ 
ment for all the flights, accom¬ 
modation and much else has to 
be paid in dollars,” Abbyasov 
says.

AU.S. court begins hearing argu¬ 
ments this week in a lawsuit 
that claims increased volumes 
of oil sands crude have been 
allowed to flow from Canada 
into the United States without 
adequate public input or en¬ 
vironmental review. 

Indigenous and environment¬ 
al groups filed a lawsuit late 
last year against the U.S. State 
Department and Secretary of 
State John Kerry in federal dis¬ 
trict court. Hearings start in 
Minneapolis on Thursday. 

“Plaintiffs’ members face in¬ 
creased risk of harm to their 
health, recreational, economic, 
spiritual and aesthetic interests 
as a result of the State Depart¬ 
ment’s decision to allow projects 
with significant environmental 


impacts to proceed without fully 
analyzing and considering the 
impacts,” the groups said in a 
complaint filed in Februaiy. 

At issue are a pair of Enbridge 
oil pipelines between Hardisty, 
Alta., and Superior, Wise.: Line 
3 and Line 67, also known as 


Alberta Clipper. 

Both pipelines have presi¬ 
dential permits, the same cru¬ 
cial approval for cross-border 
infrastructure that TransCanada 
Corp. has been painstakingly 
dying to obtain for its Keystone 
XL project since 2008. 


The two sides disagree over 
whether it’s necessary to go 
through that process again if 
more crude is to flow through 
those lines. 

“Enbridge is operating its 
pipelines consistent with the 
presidential permits and other 
permits that it holds for Lines 
3 and 67, while meeting its re¬ 
sponsibility and obligations to 
serve its shippers’ needs,” said 
Enbridge spokesman Graham 
White in an email. 

In court documents, the de¬ 
fendants say the claims “lack 
merit” and ask the court to 
“dismiss the complaint in its 
entirety with prejudice.” 

The plaintiffs include the 
White Earth Nation, an Ojibwe 
reservation in northern Minne¬ 
sota; Honor the Earth, an en¬ 
vironmental group based on the 
White Earth Nation; Indigenous 
Environmental Network; Min¬ 
nesota Conservation Federation; 
MN350; Center for Biological 
Diversity; Sierra Club and Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Federation.

But in the 1930s, J.S. Woods- 
worth, the leader of the 
party's predecessor, pleaded 
for acceptance of Jewish 
refugees fleeing Nazism, 
saying he felt "helpless and 
ashamed" about the country's 
lack of response.

I have a confession to make: 
My son, Alex, received his 
first hand-held video game 
when he was 3. My sister, 
with our permission, got Alex 
a Leapster, a child-targeted 
education gaming system, for 
Christmas. 

He loved it. And soon he 
wanted more. In the early 
years, I learned every video 
game Alex wanted to play. 

Let’s just say I got to be pretty 
proficient at Plants vs. Zom¬ 
bies, and even heard Alex brag 
to his friends about how his 
mom had beaten the game. 

We’d sit on the couch, pass¬ 
ing the iPad back and forth. 
We’d cheer each other on, dis¬ 
cuss strategy and debate what 
the best buys for each level 
were. I started appreciating 
the skills and thinking needed 
to play the games successfully. 

Now, at 13, my son spends 


all of his spare time on his 
iPad. This seems to bother 
his father a lot more than it 
bothers me. Alex has friends 
whose parents tiy to limit the 
amount of time their children 
play video games. Person¬ 
ally, I’m conflicted about how 
much is too much. 

When Plants vs. Zombies 
gave way to more violent 
games, I started to wony, and 
I looked into the science. I 
needed help deciding if I 
should restrict how much 
time Alex spent doing what he 
loved to do. I’ve chosen not to. 

Evidence is on my side. An 
emerging body of research 
hints that video games may be 
more than OK. 

My husband, who is a 
doctor, used to worry Alex’s 
gaming habit might harm his 
school performance. However, 
a large Australian study last 
year found no evidence video 
games had a negative impact 
on kids’ grades. Even after the 
researchers looked at the inter¬ 
national science, math and 


reading test scores of 192,000 
students in 22 countries, they 
found that frequency of video 
game use had no significant ef¬ 
fect on achievement. 

But could violent games 
make my kid violent, or at 
least aggressive? Yet another 
apparently unfounded worry. 

A 2013 Springer study of 377 
American kids found no asso¬ 
ciation between violent video 
games and delinquency or 
bullying, even in children with 
depression or hyperactivity. 

I breathe a little easier 
knowing I’m not interfering 
with his potential or encour¬ 
aging hooliganism. 

But what about those strat¬ 
egy games he always seems 
to be in the middle of when I 
say, “Dinner is ready”? Though 
they’re hard to tear kids away 
from, research suggests the 
planning and multitasking 
required by these kinds of 
games may improve cognitive 
flexibility — the crucial ability 
to juggle more than one con¬ 
cept in your mind and switch 


fluidly between them. 

Since Alex was little, many 
of his friends’ parents have 
told us that they carefully re¬ 
strict their kids’ screen time. 

I’m still not sure what to 
say to them. On one hand, I 
understand how difficult it is 
to live with a teenager who 
eats, breathes and sleeps video 
games. On the other, research 
doesn’t support the idea that 
video games are the source of 
all evil, as some seem to think. 

Despite being allowed to 
use all of his spare time gam¬ 
ing, Alex is an honour-roll 
student, swims at a high level, 
plays house-league baseball 
and is generally a nice kid. I’m 
not positive this is the right 
approach. But I spent as much 
time watching TV in my youth 
as my son now spends on his 
iPad. My parents worried I’d 
melt my brain, but it seems to 
have worked out OK for me.

Third, I 
know it's sponsored content 
because, even though you've 
dressed up the avatar as the 
sexy brunette Sophia Jones, 
you've had to add that small 
"sponsored" tag. 

BTW, Facebook, I'm also 
meh about zombie culture. 

Instagram's no better. 

So I follow a few fashion 
designers. That's aspirational, 
maybe even masochistic. 

I can no better afford that 
Mercedes-Benz you've 
pushed into my feed than 
a Vera Wang dress. Even if 
I could, I tend to think un¬ 
necessarily expensive cars 
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are a great way to advertise 
your warped priorities. (If 
you've driven by me in your 
Ferrari and I ignored you, it 
was on purpose.) Canadian 
Tire is more my price range, 
but Instagram should know 
that if I want to find out how 
to hang a picture, I won't 
look for a sponsored post. I'll 
Google it. 

Elsewhere on the web, I 
am tormented by ads that are 
harder to deride and dismiss. 

I'm considering visiting 
websites with products that

FRATERNITIES AND SORORITIES 

Why the Greek life 
is a much bigger 
deal on campuses 
south of the border 

Given all the inequities foisted upon 
Canadian consumers compared to the 
spoiled shoppers to their south, it’s 
safe to assume few have spent signifi¬ 
cant time dwelling on the absence of 
choice when it comes to wooden bum¬ 
spanking paddles. 

But it’s true. 

Add tush-thumping paraphernalia 
to the list of goods where American 
consumers have greater options, only 
in this case the huge gap in choices 
between Amazon.ca and its American 
site tells a fascinating sociological stoiy. 

It’s the stoiy of fraternities. 

The Greelc-letter organizations are 
much more prevalent in the U.S., hence 
the bigger market for hazing instru¬ 
ments — or as the sellers describe them, 
stained-wood, engravable, spanking- 
themed college souvenirs. 

How did this Canada-U.S. cultural 
divide occur? The answer goes back a 
couple of centuries, but a good starting 
point for understanding it happened in 
the summer of 1984. 

Just days after Hollywood released 
Revenge of the Nerds, then-president 
Ronald Reagan signed into law the 
National Minimum Drinking Age Act, 
making it harder for anyone under 21 
to score booze in a commercial estab¬ 
lishment. 

It just so happened that campus clubs 
were sitting on a few billion dollars’ 
worth of private property, accumu¬ 
lated since the early 19th centuiy — 
frat houses. 

These houses have provided a sanc- 
tuaiy for insobriety in a way Canadian 


kids might not appreciate, given their 
ability to waltz into bars at age 18 or 
19 and demand Molson’s without fear 
of bouncers checking ID. 

“Greek life can dominate the social 
scene at (U.S.) colleges and universi¬ 
ties,” said Susan Lipkins, an expert on 
fraternity initiations who runs the site 
insidehazing.com. 

“If you look at the universities you 
can say, ‘Oh, it’s only 10 to 20 per cent 


(enrolment),’ one would think they don’t 
have that much power. But they do... 

“They’re in charge of parties.” 

Enrolment numbers illustrate why 
there’s so much more Greelc-themed 
college memorabilia on Amazon.com 
than Amazon.ca. 

Sorority membership has practically 
doubled in the last decade, with about 
660 chapters in the National Panhel- 
lenic Conference. Only a dozen are 


in Canada. Same for fraternities: Tau 
Kappa Epsilon is the biggest in terms of 
chapters, with 259. Five are in Canada. 

The original fraternity was founded at 
Virginia’s College of William and Maiy 
in 1776 — a centuiy before the first 
Canadian fraternity chapters opened. 

Inspired by medieval societies and 
their secret initiations, it was named 
Phi Beta Kappa because one founder 
was a recognized Greek scholar. 


“Beer kegs, toga parties, and goldfish 
eating were not yet part of the Greek cur¬ 
riculum,” says the book Inside Greek U. 

As colleges opened to the masses, 
the culture changed. 

When women and minorities arrived, 
some disturbing behaviour followed — 
including sexual assault and racial seg¬ 
regation. A1952 incident telegraphed 
a new hyper-machismo: the state of 
Missouri called in the National Guard 
amid the bedlam of the earliest known 
panty raid. 

They still offer benefits — profes¬ 
sional networking and cheaper housing. 

Canadian Su- 
priya Dwivedi heard 
from American sis¬ 
ters that Greek life 
was their ticket to 
affordable housing 
and parties. 

Which wasn’t 
the case in Mont¬ 
real. 

“At McGill it 
wasn’t like being 
in a sorority or 
frat was necessary 
or even viewed as 
being something 
cool,” said Dwivedi, 
now a public affairs 
consultant. 

“Most of the time when people found 
out I was in a sorority, their initial re¬ 
sponse was to ask me, ‘Why?’” 

As for the hazing, several Americans 
interviewed said it wasn’t so bad. They 
compared it to militaiy boot camp — 
an unpleasant means toward bonding. 

They had to study obscure details 
about their fraternity and recite them 
under pressure. Delaware native Patrick 
Zingaro recalled only one incident: a 
cut on his elbow from being forced to 
he in a basement. 

That, and they made him drink a live

Sleep pods aren’t everything

Wannabe tech workers might 
be enchanted by the promise 
of complimentary snacks and 
midday naps in egg-shaped sleep¬ 
ing pods. 

Or the hefty paycheques, ac¬ 
companied by generous signing 
bonuses and potentially hefty 
equity. The beanbag-chairs-every- 
where stereotype is pretty uto¬ 
pian — but new research sug¬ 
gests tech workers aren’t hitting 
“like” on their jobs. 

In a recent survey of 5,000 
engineers and developers, the 
app-maker TINYpulse found that, 
in every category of inquiry, tech 
workers were less satisfied than 
those in other industries. Only 36 
per cent of tech employees see 
opportunities for professional 
growth, compared to 50 per cent

in other industries. And while 69 
per cent in tech say their super¬ 
visor has recently recognized 
their work, three quarters were 
feeling the love elsewhere. Most 
disheartening: When asked if 
they were very happy at work, 
only 19 per cent of tech work¬ 
ers answered yes, versus 22 per 


cent in other fields — a small but 
statistically significant disparity. 

These ho-hum reviews chal¬ 
lenge the notion that holy-cow 
salaries — i.e. the going rate 
for many tech pros — trans¬ 
late into everyday fulfilment. 
Making a comfortable income 
is undoubtedly a key contribu¬ 


tor to employee contentment, 
since no one likes toiling for 
crumbs. But the survey points to 
a bevy of factors — understand¬ 
ing your company’s values, feel¬ 
ing appreciated, having solid re 
lationships with your colleagues, 
among others — that determine 
whether or not workers will 


spend every weekday longing 
for Saturday. 

To dodge 9 to 5 misery, job¬ 
hunters should prioritize com¬ 
pany culture as highly as cash 
— and perhaps even more than 
the nitty-gritty of the work itself. 
You may enjoy the actual tasks 
on your to-do fist, but if your 


boss never notices your efforts, 
you don’t agree with your or¬ 
ganization’s principles, or you 
can’t stand spending 40 hours 
per week sharing a cubicle with 
Bob, it’s likely you’ll dread sit¬ 
ting at your desk. Culture can 
be tricky to evaluate during a job 
interview, but it’s worth using 
your question period to pose 
some tactful — but hopefully re¬ 
vealing — questions about office 
life. Although Ping-Pong tables in 
the break room are fun, flashy 
cosmetic perks are not true indi¬ 
cators of corporate culture. By 
inquiring about the atmosphere 
in the office (whether it’s chatty 
or quiet), the organization’s mis¬ 
sion statement, and professional- 
development opportunities, you 
won’t just demonstrate a deeper- 
than-dollars interest in the pos¬ 
ition — it will also help you feel 
out whether a prospective em¬ 
ployer aligns with your outlook 
and goals. 

When seeking new work, it’s 
easy to be seduced by the bottom 
line. But it’s by reading between 
the lines that workers can land 
gratifying roles. 

When it comes to on-the-job 
happiness, the value of a pay- 
check is no replacement for an 
employee’s sense of self-worth.

We’re all working longer hours, 
want to spend more time with 
our families and find a little 
something left over at the end 
of the day for ourselves.

Desk exercises 

Fatigue isn’t just in your limbs; 
You have to periodically reboot 
yourself head to toe. Roll your 
eyes and stare at a faraway spot 
for 20 seconds. Give your brain 
some mind candy by switching 
tasks when you’re feeling sleepy 
to something that’s fairly fast 
and easy, like answering emails 
or even watching cat videos (this 
has the benefit of lowering your 
stress levels just as playing with 
a real animal would). And deep 
breathing is not just for yoga 
class — boost your circulation 
while lowering blood pressure 
by inhaling using your abdomen. 

Intelligent refuelling 

Instead of reaching for an energy 
bar, or worse whatever is left in 
the office vending machine, grab 
something low in sugar and high 
in protein, like Greek yogurt

Feline-fronted 
street viewer 
gives tourists 
low-down sites 

Tourism bosses in a Japanese 
prefecture have come up with 
what they hope will draw more 
feline-loving visitors: a Google- 
style street view for cats. 

Billed as a world first, of¬ 
ficials this week launched an 
online map that explores the 
streets of port city Onomichi 
from the purr-spective of a 
four-pawed visitor. 

“We decided to focus on cats 
because they know everything 
about the city, including the 
back streets,” a tourism spokes¬ 


man for western Hiroshima 
prefecture said. 

He added that the city of 
about 150,000 people is known 
for its many felines and has 
a street known as “cat lane.” 

The map is based on the 
perspective of Lala, a fluffy 
kitty with emerald-coloured 
eyes, who lives with a local 
hair salon owner. 

So far the map covers just 
two streets but plans to ex¬ 
pand its reach are in the works 
using a camera attached to 
a stick that hovers 20 centi¬ 
metres (eight inches) above 
the ground. 

Viewers can trace what Lala 
— appointed the head of the 
prefecture’s “back street tour¬ 
ism” division — sees from her 
low-level perspective. 

The unlikely feline-focused 


tourism bid is not Japan’s first. 

Provincial Wakayama prefec¬ 
ture drew thousands of tour¬ 
ists to its regional train station 
where a cat served as nominal 
stationmaster. 

Tortoiseshell-coloured Tama 
was credited with single-paw- 
edly saving the provincial Ki- 
shigawa Line after being ap¬ 
pointed as master of the tiny 
Kishi station. 

With the regional railway 
losing money, the station lost

Doctors Without Borders says 
the world will run out of one of 
the most effective treatments 
for snakebites next year, putting 
the lives of tens of thousands 
of people at risk, mostly in de¬ 
veloping countries. 

In a statement issued Monday, 
the medical charity warned that 
existing stockpiles of the anti¬ 
venom Fav-Afrique produced 
by Sanofi Pasteur will expire in 
June. The company stopped pro¬ 


ducing the anti-venom last year 
and has since switched to mak¬ 
ing a rabies treatment instead. 

“We are now facing a real 
crisis,” Dr. Gabriel Alcoba, the 
charity’s snakebite adviser, said 
in a statement. 

The aid group said there would 
likely be no alternative to replace 
the Sanofi Pasteur snakebite 
treatment for at least two years. 

A spokesman for Sanofi Pas¬ 
teur said the company was driven 


out of the market by competitors 
selling cheaper products, and 
it announced in 2010 it would 
stop making anti-venom. Those 
cheaper drugs are often seen as 
less effective. 

About 5 million people are bit¬ 
ten by snakes eveiy year, includ¬ 
ing 100,000 deaths and several 
hundred thousand others who 
suffer amputations or other dis¬ 
abilities.

Millennials 
have poor 
view of 
themselves 
poll says 

Even millennials don’t think 
much of their generation, ac¬ 
cording to a new poll released 
last week. 

A Pew Research Center 
study showed that millen¬ 
nials — generally defined as 
those ages 18-34 — had far 
more negative views of their 
generation compared to Gen¬ 
eration Xers, baby boomers or 
other age groups. More than 
half of millennials, 59 per 
cent, described their genera¬ 
tion as “self-absorbed,” while 
almost half — or 49 per cent 

— said they were “wasteful,” 
and 43 per cent said they were 
“greedy.” 

Around 30 per cent of Gen¬ 
eration Xers — those ages 35-50 

— said their own generation 
was self-absorbed and wasteful, 
and 20 per cent of the baby 
boomers said the same about 
their age cohort. 

Millennials “stand out in 
their willingness to ascribe 
negative stereotypes to their 
own generation,” the study 
said. 

Millennials and Gen Xers 
were not quite so positive 
about themselves: only 12 per 
cent of the millennials and 26 
per cent of Generation X say 
they are patriotic; 24 per cent 
of the millennials and 43 per 
cent of the Gen Xers say they’re 
responsible; and 36 per cent 
of the millennials and 54 per 
cent of Generation X say they 
are hard-working. 

In fact, the highest-ranking 
positive traits the millennials 
came up with for themselves 
were “environmentally con¬ 
scious” at 40 per cent and 
“idealistic” at 39 per cent.

Despite years of teaching my 
son about money, there was 
still ground left to cover before 
he headed off to college or uni¬ 
versity this year. How would he 
manage the money he’d need 
for tuition, books and living? 
Would he get and use a credit 
card? And when was it okay to 
call home to mommy? 

Did you take the steps to make 
sure you’ve prepped your young 
’un for their new, independent 
life? 

l. Have the cash flow chat 

Whether she’s going to school 
using student loans, money from 
that diligently saved RESP or 
summer work savings topped up 
with help from mom and dad, 
it’s time your daughter learn¬ 
ed there’s many mistakes to be 
made with a budget and wallet. 
Whatever she’s got is likely more 
money than she’s had to handle 
in her whole life. 

Step 1 is allocating the money 
that will cover school costs: tu¬ 
ition, books and supplies, get¬ 
ting to and from school, and 
residence cost or first and last 
month’s rent if she’s living off 
campus. Don’t forget the money 
for that first big groceiy shop or 
to cover the student food plan. 
And set a little something aside 
for emergencies, say about $500. 


Q KEEPING TRACK 

Basic bookkeeping 

Offer a notebook, spread¬ 
sheet or budget app to use 
as a journal and show how 
to keep a running balance 
that reflects the reality of 
spending. When money is 
received, add it to the bal¬ 
ance. When money is spent 
— using a debit card, credit 
card, by writing cheques or 
using cash — deduct it from 
the balance. The point is al¬ 
ways knowing what's left in 
the bank. 


Step 2 is splitting up what re¬ 
mains over the amount of time 
she’ll be at school. Some pro¬ 
grams run a full calendar year, so 
she’ll need to spread the money 
over 12 months. If she’s at school 
from September through April, 
divide what’s left by eight to 
come up with a monthly budget 
amount. 

Ah, the budget. Here’s where 
essential expenses mb up against 
less important needs and wants. 

2. Set an upper limit on debt 

Since your child’s student loan 
came relatively easily and with¬ 
out clearly defined limits, it may 
disappear just as quickly without 
a plan. The same is true for a 
student line of credit or the bal¬ 
ance on a credit card. It makes no 
sense to take on more debt than 
he can ever afford to pay back, 
regardless of the form. So helping 
him understand how much debt 
is enough is important. 

Here’s a rule of thumb: He 
should plan to graduate with no 
more than his first year’s net in¬ 
come in total debt. So if the job 
he’s heading to will put $37,000 


a year in his pocket after taxes, 
that’s as much debt as he’ll leave 
school with. 

Credit card debt? Is that really 
a good idea? 

Well the debt part isn’t, but 
the credit card part is. There’s no 
easier time to get a credit card 
than when you’re in college or 
university. Students should take 
advantage of the opportunity by 
using that card to cover essential 
expenses like food, then pay¬ 
ing the bill in full eveiy month. 
That’ll help them establish credit 
identity and teach the import¬ 
ance of tracking expenses. 

3. Make your role clear 

Calling home to mommy or 
daddy because your student 
couldn’t resist the urge to buy 


shoes or got blotto-drunk and 
lost the weekly groceiy money 
at poker shouldn’t even be an 
option. Sure it’s hard to watch 
kids tough out a difficult week 
or three. But part of living on 
their own is to learn that they 
can stand on their own two 
feet. If you keep mshing in to 
rescue them, you’ll be teach¬ 
ing them that you don’t trust 
them to fend for themselves 
and that they’re totally depend¬ 
ent on you. 

It’s fine to be your child’s safe¬ 
ty net in situations no one could 
have anticipated. But replacing 
coats that have been lost, cell¬ 
phones that have been drowned 
or laptops that have been abused 
isn’t part of the deal, so make 
that clear.

Higher education is a time of 
learning, and with education 
costs being what they are, 
budgeting is crucial informa¬ 
tion for students. 

Stats show that half of the 
students enrolled in bachelor’s 
programs in Canada are getting 
loans to finance their education, 
with the average debt accrued 
hovering around $26,000. While 
graduating debt-free is not real¬ 
istic for everyone, all students 
can benefit from being money 
mindful. 

BOOKS 

Celestian Rince, who, along with 
his girlfriend, chronicles their 
goal to retire in their 30s in the 
Incoming Assets blog, said he 


realized during university that 
buying textbooks could be a 
“money pit.” 

“They have a lot of the text¬ 
books available to check out 
at libraries and most students 
don’t even know about it. I was 
able to go through some courses 
without ever buying the books.” 

If this is not an option, Justin 
Bouchard, co-author of More 
Money For Beer And Textbooks: 
A Financial Guide For Today’s 
Canadian Student, suggests look¬ 
ing for used copies. “The campus 
book store is convenient, but 
you may be able to save some 
money shopping on amazon.ca 
or get a second-hand one from 
putting up posters or using Ki- 
jiji,” he said. 

TUITION 

Student loans, as useful as they 
are, aren’t free money, and will 
have to be paid back with inter¬ 
est. “Obviously, it’s better to not 
get any student loans at all,” 
Rince said. 

While he concedes that this is 
“impossible” for some students, 
everyone can look into bursaries 
and scholarships. 


“It’ll just take a couple hours 
to research what’s available at 
your university.” 

FOOD 

Bouchard said one of the biggest 
costs that students in residence 
can save is on food. 

“One meal out can cost the 
same amount as lunches for the 
other four days of the week.” 
While most students living on 
campus have to buy a meal plan, 
Bouchard said they can buy a 
smaller plan if they aren’t big 
eaters and get a mini-fridge that 
they can stock with breakfast 
items and snacks. Big eaters 
though, he said, should choose 
an “unlimited” plan. 

ENTERTAINMENT 

“Universities in particular are 
one of the best places for free or 
really low-cost entertainment,” 
Rince said. 

He cautions against going 
out and drinking too much, sug¬ 
gesting students can buy from 
die store and stay in some nights. 
Taking this idea one step further, 
Bouchard said home-brewing 
is another way to save money.

Hughes reveals 
doping violation 


Former Olympian Clara Hughes 
has revealed a previously undis¬ 
closed anti-doping rule violation 
from 1994. 

The Winnipegger wrote in her 
newly released memoir that she 
tested positive for the banned 
substance ephedrine in 1994 and 
that she was notified of the test 
result by Cycling Canada’s then 
national team director.
